Box Column of the Irma Times 
may I say that I question the Coun- 
cil’s assertion in 'the proposed By- 
law No. 189 that “ it is in the best 
interests of the ratepayers of .the 
Village of Irma’’’to sell all’or any 
portion of an ADDITIONAL 4.54 
acres more or less of the Agricul- 
tural Grounds (more usually refer- 
red to as the “Fairgrounds.”) 

, (Cutting almost in half the ori- 
ginal 20. acres that was set aside 
by the Agricultural Society for the 
enjoyment of. all persons whether 
they resided in the Village or in 
the surrounding district, is not, in 
my opinion, “in the best interests.” 

But for the generosity of Mr. 
Savard allowing vehicles to come 
through the fence onto his proper- 
ty (causing damage to his pasture- 
land, which I am informed is not 
for sale in order that the Fair- 
grounds might be extended east) 
there would not be sufficient park- 
ing-space. It is remarkable that 
death and serious injuries have not 
resulted from cars and pedestrians 
crossing each other’s paths on the 
roadway behind the baseball dia- 
mond ‘back-stop. Must a serious ac- 
cident occur -before improvements 
will be made? °«. : 

Would it not be possible to re- 
locate the haseball diamond so that 
home-plate comes in front of the 
hill which is west of the present 
centre-field position? Bleachers 
built into the slope of the hill would 
accommodate many _ spectators, 
while others could. watch from in- 
side cars parked on the crown of 


the hill..Cars could enter from. the into
